normally high amount of fucose. 


The new research shows that 


these chemicals are also present' 
in sweat, and that those in cystic 
fibrosis patients have significant 
quantities of fucose. 


The scientists said this suggests 


that some defect in the metabo* 
lism of mucoprotein may be in- 
volved in cystic fibrosis.
